TWENTY-FIVE MEN RESCUED 


■ut More Than That Number Are Be 
l!e«/ed to Have Perished in the Ex­

Bodies Recovered and Rescuers Are 
Endeavoring to Find Others in the 
Burning Shaft. 


Nanaimo, B. C. Oct. 6.—T hirty lives 
are thought to have been lost in an 
explosion th at entombed m ore than 
fifty men in the Extension mine oi 
the W ellington Colliery company here. 
Twenty-five of the im prisoned men 
w ere rescued, but the rapidly spread 
ing fire prevented the rescuers from 
completing their work. 
E ight bodies 
were recovered and the w orkers are 
m aking every effort to force further 
entrance into the two levels affected 
by the explosion in an effort to save 
any who may be living and lo recov 
er the bodies of the dead before they 
are consumed. 
The fire is constantly gaining head 
way and while it continues there in 
little hope of the rescuers being able 
to reach the imprisoned men. 
All the men rescued were tad ly in­ 
jured. 
The men employfd in the collieries 
on Vancouver island are of the bettei 
class of B ritish m inors and all are 
well paid and have com fortable homes. 
The W ellington Colliery company, 
vhich owns the Extension mine, is 
sontrolled by British Columbia capi­ 
talists, L ieutenant Governor Jam es! 
Dunsmuir being the head of the cor- 
xjration.

The dinner was given by 
the B ritish residents of New York un­ 
der the auspices of St. George’s so­ 
ciety, St. David’s society, St. Andrew’s 
society, the Canadian society and the 
B ritish Schools and U niversities club 
of M anhattan. 
A cablegram from King Edward was 
read, expressing his compliments and 
thanking the united British socities 
for th eir hospitality to the officers of 
the B ritish fleet.

President Becomes Homesick When

Thomas 
Sweep Through the Golden Gate 
on Her Way to the Philippines— Pa­ 
thetic Incident Marks the Chief Ex­ 
ecutive’s Visit to Berkeley. 


San Francisco, Oct. 6.—A fter pass­ 
ing the entire forenoon in the cities 
of Oakland and Berkeley, across the 
bay, President T aft was welcomed to 
San Francisco by a throng which lined 
the walks in some i'laces ten feet, 
deep along a lino of march extending 
over nearly three miles of the prin­ 
cipal streets. 
The school children of 
this city, Oakland and Berkeley gave 
their joyous cheers for the president 
and, as in most of the other cities Mr. 
T aft has visited on this trip, were one 
of the prom inent features of his re ­ 
ception. 
Visiting three cities and passing 
three-quarters of an hour on Sau F ran ­ 
cisco bay, the president had a busy 
day. 
As he was crossing from the 
Oakland mole to Sail Francisco the 
army transport Thom as was setting 
sail for the Philippines and, by the 
president’s request, the revenue cut­ 
ter Golden Gate, on wnich he was a 
passenger, was draw n up alongside 
tile big vessel, the sides of which were 
lined with soldiers and the families of 
officers. 
On the bridge of the transport, the 
Philippine constabulary band which 
played at the president’s inauguration 
in W ashington was with him recently 
at Seattle, and was present in the 
Greek theater at Berkeley when he 
made an address in ‘th at classic am ­ 
phitheater, was drawn up and was 
playing “Hail to the Chief” as the 
president shouted across the w ater to 
the khaki-clad soldiers. 
“Good-by, 
boys; 
I 
wish 
you 
a 
pleasant voyage.” 
Answering cheers came back to the 
president, the propeller of the tra n s­ 
port began to churn the w ater into 
foam, a rippling wave spread from tho 
bow, and the vessel, with flag flying, 
gained headway and the president 
looked wistfully toward the Golden 
Gate. 
“Does it make you feel hom esick 
Mr. President?” asked a m em ber of 
the president’s party. 
Made the President Homesick. 
“Indeed it does,” replied Mr. Taft, 
“and I would give anything if I wore 
going with them .” 
Berkeley had the honor of being th e 
first city overlooking the bay to wel­ 
come the president. 
He was driven 
in an automobile to the Greek th eater 
of the University of California, w here 
he was greeted by Professor B ernard 
Moses, who had served with Mr. T aft 
in 
the 
Philippines. 
The 
president 
made a brief address in which he de­ 
clared that ideals in popular govern­ 
m ent were a splendid thing to culti­ 
vate, but th at the man at the helm 
m ust he content with a compromise, 
m ust accept his responsibilities and 
“play the game,” w hether he succeed­ 
ed in bringing the people to follow 
him, or had to follow the people. 
From Berkeley, the president w ent 
to Oakland and made ail address to 
an outdoor throng of sevoral thousand. 
In both Berkeley and Oakland he re­ 
ceived a hearty greeting from crowds 
lining the sidewalks of the long line 
of march. 
The president, upon his arrival In 
San Francisco, was taken for a three- 
mile carriage ride. 
He reviewed on 
Yanness avenue nearly all the school 
children of the city. 
Next Mr. Taft laid the cornerstone 
of the new Young Men’s Christian as­ 
sociation building and expressed again 
the interest he always feels in Y. M. 
C. A. work. 
Mr. T aft has w hat he 
delights to refer to as his “ Y. M. C. 
A.” speech. 
He has laid cornerstones 
for this class of buildings in Shang­ 
hai,” Hongkong, all through the U nit­ 
ed States and in many other parts of 
the world. 
L ater the president was the guest 
of honor at a reception at the Union 
League club. 
At night he was given 
a banquet at the Fairm ont hotel by 
m ore than 600 residents of San F ran ­ 
cisco and later was entertained at 
the city press club. 
One of the most pathetic incidents 
of the president’s trip m arked his 
stay in Berkeley. 
He passed in r e ­ 
view of the pupils of an institute for 
the deaf, dumb and blind. 
The tribute 
of flags waved with unseeing eyes, of 
silent nods of the dumb and cheers 
from the blind deeply im pressed the 
president.

PLEASANT TRIP 
DOWN THE LAKES 


Judge Holland Writes Entertaingly 


of His Recent Trip to 


Eastern Points 


ST. LAWRENCE RAPIDS DESCRIBED 


And Pleasant Experiences on the 


Trip and at His Old Home 


Are Related 
The Dispatch reporter asked Mr. 
Holland recently to tell him about 
his trip down the lakes, which he 
did, as follows: 
"I boarded the Juniata at Duluth, 
one of the Anchor Line boats, in the 
evening and we started for Buffalo. 
About nine o'clock in the m orning 
we entered the canal which crosses 
the cape or peninsula which projects 
into Lake Superior from the state of 
Michigan, into Keweenaw bay. 
An 
hour or so later the boat tied up at 
Houghton. 
Houghton 
is 
on 
the 
south side of the canal and Hancock 
on the north side, directly opposite. 
This locality is the great copper 
center of the state of Michigan. 
In 
some of these mines the buckets are 
lowered more than one mile to be 
loaded up with copper. 
Later in the afternoon we stopped 
a short time at Marquette. 
Most of tile rooms on the boat 
have two berths. 
The young man 
who occupied the room w ith me, the 
day after wTe left Duluth, asked me 
if I was acquainted in the city of 
Brainerd. 
I told him I was some­ 
w hat acquainted there, having lived 
in that city more than thirty-seven 
years and had done business there 
during all th at time. 
"T hen,” he 
says, "you must have known William 
Ferris, 
wife and son, and H. 
J. 
Spencer, his wife and son.’’ 
I re­ 
plied I was acquainted w ith them. 
“ William Ferris,” he claimed, "w as 
interested in the First National bank 
of 
th a t 
city.” 
I 
told 
him 
that 
W illiam Ferris and myself, with the 
assistance of C. Abbey, of Frederic, 
N. Y., and others, organized th at 
bank 
about 
1880. 
He 
answered, 
"C. Abbey was my grandfather. 
His 
daughter was my mother and she and 
her sister, my aunt, Miss Abbey, are 
on this boat. 
I will introduce you 
to them ,” which he did. 
"W e have 
been through the government park 
and are on our wray back to Frederick 
N. Y. where my aunt and I reside.” 
Thereafter their question about the 
Ferris 
and Spencer famlies 
were 
numerous. 
I did not longer regard 
the young man, Mr. Chauncey Ses­ 
sion, deputy postmaster of Fredric, 
N. Y., as a stranger. 
Early the next morning we entered 
the canal at Sault Ste Marie. 
We 
remained there an hour for the pas­ 
sengers to look around. 
L ater in 
the afternoon we stopped at Macki­ 
nac Island. 
Here more than one 
hundred 
passengers 
went 
ashore 
many of whom remained to be re­ 
lieved of the hay fever. 
The next 
morning we entered the St. Clair 
River. 
T hat afternoon we stopped 
a couple of hours at Detroit, and 
the 
next 
afternoon 
reached 
Buf­ 
falo. 
I remained a few hours in 
Buffalo and then took a trolley car 
for Niagara. 
Here I changed cars 
and took another trolley car over 
the Gorge Route for !Lewiston. 
The 
bed of the Gor; e r >ucl commences 
a little belowr the upper Suspension 
Bridge and is cut into the rock on 
the side of the river and declines u n ­ 
til it reaches near the surface of the 
river. 
Here is a beautiful view— 
the Falls the Suspension Bridge and 
the rapids below the Falls. 
As we 
passed down the river, in places it 
did not seem to be more th an fifty 
(50) feet in width. 
It made a per­ 
son wonder how deep is this river 
with a w idth of fifty feet only, to 
let all the w ater of lakes Superior, 
Michigan, H uron and Erie w ith their 
hundreds of inlets, pass through this 
narrow space. 
At Lewiston I went aboard the 
ferry boat and crossed lake Ontario 
to Toronto. 
W hen I went aboard 
the ferry I asked one of the officers 
how many passengers there were on 
board. 
He replied: "Not many, this 
is a quiet day.” 
When I got aboard 
I counted over five hundred passen­ 
gers on this ferry boat. 
This is one 
route only of American tourists, The 
following afternoon we took a steam ­ 
er for M ontreal. 
The next m orning 
after breakfast I went up on the 
upper deck and critically examined 
the country as we passed through the 
Thousand Islands. 
On one of these 
where we stopped is a large and cost­ 
ly hotel. 
H otels or residences are on 
many of them. 
Soon after passing 
through the islands, we landed at 
Prescott, Ontario, Canada. 
Here we 
changed boats and boarded the Rapids 
King, on which steamer we remained

burg, N. Y., is situated across the 
river from Prescott. 
When I got my 
suit case checked on Rapids King. I 
went on deck and looked across the 
river to see if there was anything 
familiar. 
Could see nothing. 
With 
my parents we boarded a steamer at 
Ogdensburg in 1855 and landed in 
Sheboygan. Wis., whence by team we 
went to Berlin, in that state. 
We started down the St. Lawrence 
river from Prescott about I I o’clock 
a. rn. 
Soon after leaving Prescott, 
Die Gallops, the first rapids of the 
St. Lawrence river below the lakes, 
were entered and passed, next the 
Rapids-du-Plat, and then the third, 
the Long Sault rapids, nine miles in 
length. 
After 
shooting 
tile 
Long 
Sault, we entered the Coteau rapids, 
said to be two miles in length. 
A 
few miles farth er down we entered 
the Cedar Rapids. 
Off to the right 
of the course of our boat there was 
a great commotion in the turbulent 
waters. 
The sailors called it "H ell’s 
Hole. 
We had scarcely time to re­ 
cover from the effects of the last 
rapids before we entered the Split 
Rock Rapids, which were fully as 
turbulent as the Cedar. 
We next entered the Cascade Rap­ 
ids. 
About 
the time we entered 
these rapids the wind was blowing 
very hard. 
The boat ran up to a 
pier in mid-river and tied up. 
When 
asked w hat th a t was for, the Captain 
replied: “ We will stay here until 
there is less wind.” 
We waited until 
tire velocity of the wind was less and 
then started down the river. 
Soon after we entered the rapids 
the boat turned and ran across the 
river some ways, at right angles to 
Hie current of the river, and then 
another tu rn of about ninety degrees 
and entered the w aters below the 
rapids with the current.

Irrespective, though, of w hether the 
appellate court derision m eant free­ 
dom or prison servitude it developed 
th a t definite steps already had been 
taken to elim inate him from partici­ 
pation in the prom otion cf his lines.
